2. TROOP REDUCTIONS. TUESDAY WASHPOST, BONN, GOSHKO 
REPORTED SEN. KENNEDY AT SPEECH BEFORE GERMAN FOREIGN 
POLICY ASSOCIATION, SAID THAT WHILE FUNDAMENTAL COMMIT- 
MENT TO OUR ALLIANCE IS NOT IN DOUBT, AMERICA'S EUROPEAN 
ALLIES MUST HELP TO ENSURE THAT BURDEN OF COMMON DEFENSES 
DOESN'T FALL UNDULY ON ANY NATION. ORDERLY AND AGREED 
REDUCTION OF US FORCES DURING NEXT FEW YEARS, SAID 
KENNEDY, DOES NOT HAVE TO MEAN LESSENING OF US CONCERN 
FOR EUROPE'S DEFENSE. WHILE SUBSTANCE OF MESSAGE DID 
NOT DIFFER MARKEDLY FROM PRONOUNCEMENTS MADE BY OTHER 
US OFFICIALS, ACCORDING GOSHKO, IT WAS CERTAIN TO HAVE 
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ESPECIALLY STRONG IMPACT IN BONN AND OTHER WESTERN 
EUROPE CAPITALS. BALTOSUN, BONN, OISHI REPORTED KENNEDY 
TOLD BONN PRESS CONFERENCE THAT MANSFIELD EFFORT TO 
REDUCE US FORCES ABROAD WAS GETTING INCREASING SUPPORT 
AND NEXT TIME MANSFIELD AMENDMENT COMES UP FOR VOTE, 
POSSIBLY IN LATE SUMMER OR FALL, OUTCOME WILL BE VERY 
CLOSE. KENNEDY ADDED OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OF SENATE 
FAVORED STRONG AND CONTINUING US PRESENCE IN EUROPE,

2A. TUESDAY BALTOSUN CORDDRY REPORTED SEN. NUNN IN REPORT 
TO SENATE ARMED SERVICES COMMITTEE AS RESULT OF STUDY 
UNDERTAKEN AT REQUEST OF SEN. STENNIS, SAID US SHOULD 
DRASTICALLY CHANGE COMPOSITION OF ARMY FORCES IN EUROPE 
BY REDUCING ATOMIC WEAPONS STOCKPILE, CUTTING BACK ON 
SUPPORT TROOPS AND CREATING MORE CONVENTIONAL NON-NUCLEAR 
COMBAT UNITS WITH MANPOWER THUS SAVED. ARGUING WESTERN 
ALLIANCE HAS FULLY ADEQUATE MILITARY RESOURCES TO 
COUNTER-BALANCE CONVENTIONAL ARMS OF WARSAW PACT, NUNN 
CONTENDED ALLIANCE HAS DEPENDED TOO LONG ON NUCLEAR 
CRUNCH WHICH IS NOT FEASIBLE NOW THAT RUSSIA HAS 
NUCLEAR PARITY. NUNN TOLD PRESS CONFERENCE H HE 
HAS SEEN NO CONVINCING EVIDENCE THAT EUROPEAN MEMBERS 
OF NATO ARE DOING AS MUCH AS THEY SHOULD IN ALLIED 

DEFENSE EFFORT. NUNN SAID ESTIMATES ARE THAT PRESENT 

ARMY FORCE IN GERMANY COULD SAVE 29,000 TO 60,000 MEN 
THROUGH CHANGES HE PROPOSES. WASHPOST HAD AP AND NYTIMES

2B. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES LATIMES HAD VIENNA AP REPORTING 
NATO AND WARSAW DELEGATES HELD LAST SESSION BEFORE A 
FOUR- WEEK RECESS, AP ADDING WARSAW SPOKESMAN STRULAK 
SAID THERE WAS NO BASIC CHANGE IN THE CONFLICTING VIEWS 
OF THE TWO ALLIANCES ON FORCE REDUCTIONS. BUT TOLD NEWS 
CONFERENCE THAT TIME SPENT IN 32 SESSIONS WAS SPENT USE- 
FULLY. 

2C. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST VIENNA HOMAN REPORTED WARSAW 
SPOKESMAN SAID PACT NATIONS WOULD INSIST ON SIMULTANEOUS 
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REDUCTION OF ALL FORCES NOW STATIONED IN CENTRAL EUROPE 
RATHER THAN AN INITIAL WITHDRAWAL OF SUPERPOWER TROOPS 
AS PROPOSED BY US, STRULAK TELLING NEWSMEN QUESTION

CRUCIAL ISSUE AMONG SEVERAL REAL OBSTACLES BLOCKING AN

NON-AMERICAN FORCES IN WESTERN EUROPE, QUARLES ADDING
